States."

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Kepresenta- 
tives  of  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled, 
Your  memorialists  the  Governor  and  Legislative  As- 
sembly of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  Respectfully  pi'ay  • 
your  Honorable  body,  for  the 'establishment  of  daily 
mail  service  from  this  city,  via  St.  George  and  the 
Colorado. mines,  to  Los  Angeles,  in  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia. 

Your  memorialists  beg  leave  most  respectfully  to 
represent  that  the  increased  agricultural  and  commer- 
cial interests  in  this  Territory,  together  with  the  mining 
interests  in  Arizonia,  call  loudly  for  mail  facilities,  and 
that  the  interests  of  the  United  States  in  the  produc- 
tion of  the  cereals,  the  cultivation  of  cotton  and  indigo, 
the  furtherance  of  commerce,  and  the  bringing  into  use 
the  untold  millions  of  hidden  wealth,  sufficiently  illus- 
trate the  necessity  of  the  immediate  attention  asd 
favorable  action  of  your  honorable  body,  to  this  highly 
important  subject;  and  your  memorialists,  as  in  duty 
bound,  will  ever  pray.

MEMORIAL. 
For  tk"  F^acation  of  Indian  Reservations.  Jan.  ii,  F64. 

To    niS    EXCELLEKCT,    ABRAHAM    LiXCOLN, 

President  of  the  United  States: 
Yoiir  memorialists,  the  Governor  and  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  most  respectfully 
represent  that,  the  Indian  reservations  situated  on  the 
Spanish  Fork  river,  in  the  county  of  Utah,  on  San 
Pich  river,  in  Sanpete  county,  and  on  Corn  creek,  in  ■ 
Millard  county  have  proven  failures,  not  producing  sus- 
tenance for  the  Indians,  thereby  rendering  them  dis- 
satisfied: Great  numbers  coming  in  from  the  moun- 
tains expecting  to  find  bread  at  the  agency,  would  mak« 
the  failure  to  do  so  a  justification  (in  their  own  minds) 
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to  steal  stocky  grain,  &c ,  from  the  citizens  of  the  conn* 
ties ;  the  inhabitants  of  Spanish  Fork  precinct  coming 
in  for  a  large  share  of  such  losses;  whilst  others,  less 
exacting,  would  beg  or  levy  contributions,  upoa  the 
people  as  a  compensation  for  not  stealing. 

Your  memorialists  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  early 
vacation  of  those  reserves,  thereby  throwing  them 
open  for  cultivation  would  be  a  great  blessing  both  to 
the  citizens  of  the  Territory  and  the  Indians  aa  well  as 
a  saving  to  the  Government. 

The  existence  of  an  Indian  farm  in  the  heart  of  a* 
seHlement  must  be  a  source  of  annoyance.  The  rneans 
expended  must  be  a  waste;  whereas  if  expended  in 
gathering  the  Indians  to  the  Uinta  reserve,  or  some 
other  valley,  isolated  from  white  settlements  would  be  a 
permanent  benefit  to  the  Government  and  Indians. 

The  annual  message  of  the  Hon.  Amos  Eeed,  Secre- 
tary and  Acting  Governor  of  the  Territory  to  the  Leg- 
islative Assembly,  contains  the  following  significant 
remarks: 

Forming  as  it  does,  the  Great  Basin  and  the  centre 
of  our  extensive  mineral  region,  this  Territory  bids  fair 
to  rival  her  neighbors  on  the  east,  west  and  north  in 
gold  and  silver  mines,  while  in  her  beds  of  baser  metals 
she  will  unc[uestionably  surpass  either.  The  evidences  of 
this  are  abundant,  and  each  day  accumulate,  and  I  con- 
gratulate you  on  iliP.  fact  that  our  extended  and  varied 
resources  of  mineral  wealth  are  about  to  be  developed — • 
iadoed  are  already  being  developed— and  cannot  but  re- 
sult in  a  large  increase  of  our  pop^-lation.  These  interest- 
ing facts  devolve  upon  you,  as  the  guardians  of  the  public 
peaee  and  welfare,  new  and  responsible  riuties  The 
manifold  interests  of  Agricultuie,  the  enduring  basis  of 
permanent  prosperity,  should,  as  I  have  no  doubt  they 
will,  receive  your  special  attention,  and  be  fostered  by 
every  means  withiu  your  power.  In  this  Territory, 
fertile  as  it  is  in  all  the  products  af  the  farm,  and  abun- 
dant as  are  our  harvests  beneath  the  industrious  hand 
of  the  husbandmau,  the  soil,  in  the  main,  is  only  sus- 
ceptible of  cultivation  when  watered  by  our  mountain 
streams,  or  by  means  of  artificial  water  courses.  Osr 
people  are  thus  necessarily  confined  to  a  very  limited 
area  of  producing  land.  Every  acre  that  is  capable  of 
Jieing  made  productive,  should,  therefore,  be  preserved 
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to  tlie  people  and  made  to  yield  its  bounteous  products 
to  the  willing  hand  of  toil,  stimulated  as  it  unquestion- 
ably will  be,  by  the  new  conditions  and  bright  pros- 
pects of  the  near  future  now  opening  upon  the  people. 

These  suggestions  are  made  in  vie\v  of  the  events 
daily  transpiring  around  us  and  preliminary  to  calling 
your  attention  to  the  Spanish  Fork  and  Sanpete  Indian 
reservations.  This  latter  reservation,  sittiated  in  the 
centre  of  the  fertile  valley  of  that  name,  and  surround- 
ed by  an  industrious  and  agricultural  population,  is  of 
small  extent,  embracing  not  more  than  five  hundred 
acres.  It  has  been  lying  idle  for  several  years  past  and 
there  is  little  probability  of  its  ever  again  being  required 
for  Indian  purposes.  The  land  is  capable  of  producing 
good  crops  and,  in  justice  to  the  people,  ready  and 
willing  to  reduce  it  to  profitable  cultivation,  should  be 
vacated  as  an  Indian  reservation,  to  which  it  is  not 
adapted  and  for  which  it  is  evidently  not  required. 
The  Spanish  Fork  reservation,  at  the  southern  end  of 
Lake  Utah,  contains  about  16,000  acres  of  land,  of 
good  quality  and  all  susceptible  of  irrigation.  Some, 
years  since,  a  small  portion  of  this  reservation  was 
cultivated  as  an  Indian  farm;  but  the  amount  of  pro- 
duce realized  was  in  no  manner  at  all  commensurate 
with  the  cost  to  the  Government.  For  the  last  three 
years  no  work  has  been  performed  on  this  reservation,  and 
it  has  returned  to  a  state  of  nature;  the  farm  house  in 
very  bad  repair;  the  fences  all  gone  and  the  land  over- 
grown with  weeds  and  bushes,  indeed,  it  is  to  day  sim- 
ply a  tract  of  naked,  wild  land,  with  few  of  its  improve- 
ments yet  remaining,  and  these,  at  best,  but  monu- 
ments of  decay  and  ruin,  no  less  than  of  the  mistaken 
policy  which  seeks  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the 
red  man  by  placing  him  in  near  proximity  to  a  thickly 
populated  white  settlement.  On  the  other  hand,  it  has 
been  a  fruitful  source  of  irritation  and  dissatifaction  to 
the  Indians,  who  are  continually  led  to  expect  benefits 
which  they  never  receive;  and  the  fact  that,  while  hold- 
ing out  hopes  destined  never  to  be  realized,  it  drawB 
the  Indians  into  the  most  densly  populated  settlements 
to  the  great  annoyance  of  the  citizens  whom  they  bur- 
then with  a  heavy  and  continual  tax,  is  r  ot  the  least 
among  the  many  evils  justly  complained  of.  Even 
sl^ould  the  reserration  b«  again  devoted  to  Indian  pur- 
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poses,  only  a  small  portion  of  it  would  be  cultivated, 
still  leaving  the  greater  part  untilled  and  running  to 
waste.  It  is  estimated  that  the  money  necessarily  ex- 
pended annually  in  maintaining  the  reservation,  would 
purchase  for  the  Indians,  in  the  market,  at  least  double 
the  quantity  of  provisions  that  would  be  obtained  from 
the  farm.  After  an  experience  of  two  years  in  the 
Indian  service  in  this  Territory,  I  am  satisfied  that  the 
reservation  is  a  detriment  to  the  Government,- to  the 
Indians  and  to  the  people.  The  withholding  of  such  an 
an  amount  of  land  from  intelligent  cultivation,  in  view 
of  the  great  acquisition  of  population  that  we  are  sure 
to  receive,  is  as  unwise  as  it  is  impolitic,  when  it  is  con- 
sidered that  our  people,  so  far  removed  from  other 
sources  of  supply,  are  compelled  to  rely  entirely  on 
their  own  exertions  and  the  limited  amount  of  arable 
land  throughout  the  Territory.  It  is  therefore,  respect- 
fully recommended  that  you  memorialize  the  President 
of  the  United  States  to  vacate  these  reservations  and 
throw  the  land  open  to  occupation  and  cultivation  by 
our  citizens.  Your  earnest  and  early  attention  to  the 
matter  asked,  to  the  end  that  it  may  be  brought,  if  pos- 
sible, to  a  successful  issue  in  time  to  have  these  lands 
put  in  cultivation  the  coming  season. 

Coinciding  heartily  with  the  above  sentiments,  we 
solicit  your  early  attention,  that  the  evils  complained  of 
may  be  remedied;  and  as  in  duty  bound  will  ever  pray.

Representatives  of  the  Unitkd  States  in 

Congress  assembled; 

Your  memorialists  the  Governor  and  Legislative  As- 
sembly of  the  Territory  of  Utah:  Respectfully  pray  your 
honorable  body  for  the  passage  of  an  act  to  authorize 
the  gathering  together  of  the  various  bands  of  Lidians 
now  scattered  over  this  Territory,  and  to  locate  them 
upon  the  Uinta  reservation  which  embraces  the  section  ■ 
of  country  drained  by  the  Uinta  river  and  its  tributa- 
ries, and  extends  from  the  Wasatch  range  of  mountains 
to  the  Green  or  Colorado  rivei;,  a  distance  of  about 
eighty  miles  east  and  west,  with  at  least  an  eqnal  dis- 
tance nortli  and  south,  and  which  has  been  set  apart  for 
the  permanent  settlement  of  these  Indians. 

In  their  present  scattered  condition  they  are  a  great 
annoyance  to,  and  a  continual  tax  upon  the  people, 
while  the  assistance  they  receive  from  the  Government 
does  them  no  permanent  good;  besides  this,  the  inflnx 
of  a  considerable  mining  population  among  them  may 
result  in  serious  disturbances  in  our  midst. 

Your  momorialists  also  pray  your  honorably  body  to 
appropriate  a  suflicieut  sum  to  defray  the  expense  of 
said  removal,  and  location,  and  lo  provide  suitable 
saeans  and  facilities  for  their  sustenoiu^e. 
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Your  memorialists  earnestly  commend  this  subject 
to  your  early  attention  and  action  thereon,  and  your 
memorialists  as  in  duty  bound  will  ever  pray.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Govemor  and  Lcglsla- 
counttes!  °  ^"^  tivc  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  titah:  That  whenever 
judgment  is  rendered  in  any  of  the  Courts  of  this  Ter- 
ritory and  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  court  in 
which  such  judgment  is  rendered  by  affidavit  of  the 
judgment  creditor  or  his  attorney,  that  the  judgment 
debtor  is  a  resident  of  another  county,  stating  in  said 
affidavit  tlie  name  of  the  county  in  which  such  judg- 
ment debtor  resides,  the  court  rendering  such  judgment 
is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  a  writ  of  execution  on

Your  Memorialists  the  Governor  and  Legislative 
Assembly  of  Utah  Territory  beg  leave  most  respect- 
fully to  represent,  that  there  is  a  great  defficiency  of 
mail  facihties  between  the  City  of  Great  Salt  Lake  and 
Idaho  Territory,  and  that  the  large  population  whi«h 
have  settled  the  rich  mining  districts  of  our  sister  Ter- 
ritory and  the  consequent  great  trade  that  has  sprung 
up  between  those  points  and  this  city,  their  principal 
source  of  supplies,  imperatively  demand  a  large  in- 
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crease  of  mail  service.  In  justice  to  the  several  com- 
munities interested,  there  should  be  a  daily  mail  carried 
ia  coaches  from  this  place  to  Bannack  city,  with  a 
branch  of  liiie  service  from  the  northern  portion  of  this 
Territory  to  Boise  or  western  Bannack. 

The  almost  magical  increase  of  population  and  vast 
development  of  mineral  wealth  in  Idaho  together  with
